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City denies request 
for industrial zoning

Homeowners persuaded the 
Upland City Council at the Oct. 14 
meeting to protect existing 
residential development rather than 
follow the Planning Commission’s 
recommendation to designate 12.5 
acres along Benson Avenue for 
industrial development. 

Planning commissioners have 
twice recommended the parcel, on 
Benson Avenue between 15th and 
16th streets, be given a general plan 
designation of light industrial, 
which would be compatible with 
other industrial development in the 
area. 

But adjacent homeowners 
opposed the industrial designation 
as incompatible with present 
residential development to the east 
and noted they purchased their 
homes with the understanding the 
parcel would be developed as a 
neighborhood park. 

The city decided to remove the 
park designation because of planned 
development of the greenbelt park 
only two blocks away. 

The council (minus Hal Bailin and 
Ina Petokas who were absent) 
voted to designate the parcel for 
single - family residential 
development with 4-6 homes per 
acre. 

Councilmembers previously had 
noted the city’s policy to buffer 
residential areas from the effects of 
industrial development. 

In other action the council adopted 
a resolution honoring Tom Harris 
who recently resigned from the 
Upland Architectural Commission. 

Harris, who resigned to establish 
his own architectural firm in 
Upland, served on the commission 
alsmot 10 years and headed the 
group for the majority of that time. 

The council's resolution ‘‘highly 
honors’’ Harris ‘‘for his great 
contribution to the development of 
the city of Upland during an 
extended period of very rapid 
growth.” 

Harris’ expertise has contributed 
to Upland’s reputation as ‘‘a city of 
gracious living,’’ according to the 
resolution, which also cites the 
number of hours and the ‘‘positive 
approach” Harris has used for the 
city’s benefit. 

In the city newsletter a 
representative of the Planning 
Department said, ‘‘Tom’s technical 
expertise, professional guidance and 
personal manner will be sorely 
missed by the comission and this 
department.” 

The Architectural Commission 
has chosen Robert Bonde to replacé 
Harris as chairman of the 
commission. Bonde has served on 
the commission six years and has 
been vice chairman since 1971. 
He is an executive dean at 
California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomona. 

Harris’ position on the 
commission must be filled by an 






architect who lives in Upland. 

The volunteer position includes 
two commission meetings per 
month as well as on-site inspections. 
Harris’ successor must be appointed 
by Mayor George Gibson and 
confirmed by the full council. 

The city is also losing the services 
of finance director Bob Kendro who 
has accepted a position Nov. 1 as 
finance director for Reno, Nevada. 


The city is interviewing 
candidates for the position and 
expects to hire a new director in 
about two months, according to a 
report from City Manager Lee 
Travers. 


Travers said, ‘‘Our finance 
department is functioning well and I 
don’t anticipate any major 
disruption during the changeover 
but do feel that I’m losing a very 
valued member of the team.’ 

In other action Oct. 14 the council: 

— Awarded a $53,653 contract for 
the expansion of the 16th Street and 
19th Street pumping stations to 
G.B.J. Inc. of Rialto. 

Bids on the project, to cover 
mostly electrical work, is about 20 


per cent above estimated costs with 
inflation accounting for the 
difference, according to a city staff 
report. 

— Removed the designation of a 
public street from Huntington Drive 
west of Central Avenue. 

— Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to single - family 
residential (7,500-square-foot 
minimum lot size) for seven acres 
at the northeast corner of Benson 
Avenue and Eighth Street. 

The applicant had requested 
apartment zoning but adjacent 
neighbors convinced the council 
single - family residential zoning 
would be more compatible with 
existing development. 

— Approved a zone change 
from agricultural to a single - 
family residential (15,000 - square - 
foot minimum lot sizes) for 10 acres 
northwest of 19th Street and Euclid 
Avenue. 

— Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to single - family 
residential (20,000 - square - foot 
minimum lot size) for five acres 
northeast of 22nd Street and San 
Antonio Avenue.

Crime and taxes the main issues 





Stephens, McVittie in Assembly race

Clyde Stephens, Republican 
challenger for the 65th Assembly 
seat, named crime and 
unemployment rates as two of the 
most important issues facing 
residents in the district which 
includes Upland, Montclair, and the 
Red Hill section of Cucamonga. 

Stephens is running against 
Democratic incumbent Bill 
McVittie in the Nov. 2 election. 

The high crime rate can be 
reduced by the right kind of 
legislation, he said and added the 
probation subsidy program as well 
as regular probation and parole 
programs need to be completely 
overhauled. 

‘In order to reduce crime, we 
must reduce the criminal’s access 
to society,’ Stephens said. But the 
probation subsidy program 
encourages releasing convicted 
felons into local communities by 
providing a $4,000 state subsidy for 
every person released at county 
level rather than sent to state 
prison, he commented. 


Seventy per cent of the people 
arrested. for crime are repeat 
offenders, Stephens said and added, 
“I don’t think the habitual criminal 
has any right to be released on 
probation or parole.”’ 

The high unemployment rate has 
been caused by the antibusiness 
attitude of the State Assembly, 
Stephens said and added the solution 
is to provide the private sector with 
incentives for hiring the 
unemployed rather than providing 
people with incentives to remain 
unemployed. 

He suggested tax breaks for 
businesses hiring the ‘‘hard core” 
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unemployed and sales tax breaks for 
businesses which must purchase 
additional equipment in order to 
hire unemployed people. 

Tax breaks for private businesses 
would not increase taxes for 
property owners since increased 
employment would provide more 
people paying taxes and fewer 
people receiving benefits, he said. 

Many property owners have 
reached the crisis stage in paying 
higher property taxes, Stephens 
said. He suggested cutting funding 
for social programs. 

Welfare programs can be cut by 
reducing welfare fraud, he said and 
added, ‘‘I’m tired of people 
cheating. Only a small percentage 
of people cheat but that’s 
expensive.” 

Education financing ‘‘should be 
spread out’’ so the whole burden is 
not on property owners. Taxes could 
be raised on cigarettes, liquor and 
other similar products so that school 
support wouldn’t burden any one 
group, Stephens said. 

All residents, including both 
Democrats and Republicans, are 
“sick of inflation and joblessness,”’ 
and will receive equal 
representation from him regardless 
of their party registration, Stephens 
said. 

He cited his understanding of local 


‘feeling, his experience in. local 


government and his involvement in 
local politics, as strong 
qualifications for the Assembly job. 

He served as vice chairman of the 
Pomona Planning Commission, 
representative to the East San 
Gabriel Valley Planning 
Committee, vice president of the 
Los Angeles County Young 
Republicans and the Pomona Valley 
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Republican Coordinating Council, 
and Republican Party town 
chairman. 

Bill MeVittie 

The Democratic incumbent 
named property taxes as the most 
pressing problem for residents in 
the 65th District. 

Two conditions necessary for 
property tax reform are an 
alternate source of income and 
spending restrictions, according to 
McVittie who outlined a possible 
system which would limit local 
government expenditures and 
replace the property tax with an 
income tax. 

Replacing the property tax with 
an income tax would provide a 
progressive tax lifting the burden 
from senior citizens and others on 
fixed income, he said. 

Local governments would be 
required to freeze assessed 
valuation before they would be 
allowed to collect the income tax 
which would be collected 
‘“‘piggyback’’ on the state income 
tax much as the present sales tax 
includes a portion for the state and a 
portion for the local government, 
McVittie said. 

The state legislature has dealt 
with the crime problem by 
stiffening penalties against heroin 
sellers, juveniles committing 
serious crimes, and criminals using 
guns, he said. 

The legislature also repealed the 
indeterminant sentencing law so 
that criminals receive definite 
sentences for their crimes, 
according to McVittie. 

He called the present parole 
system ‘‘meaningless and 
expensive” and said it should be 
changed so that people convicted of 


‘ 


crimes serve their terms and then 
are free of further supervision. 

Other needed changes include the 
probation subsidy program which 
should be reviewed for objectives 
and cost, and the term of 
imprisonment which should be 
improved so that people are 
prepared to hold jobs when they are 
released from custcdy, McVittie 
said. 

Among local issues McVittie 
listed the completion of the Foothill 
Freeway, which would lessen 
pollution by moving automobiles 
quickly through the area rather than 
subjecting them to the present ‘‘stop 
and go’’ driving conditions. 

He supports the concept of a 
submerged treeway, such as in 
Chino, to provide transportation 
needs without creating a negative 
impact on the communities it passes 
through. 

MeVittie cited his rating as the 
sixth most independent’’ Assembly 
member as proof that he fairly 
represents both Democratic and 
Republican constituents. 

He considers his opposition on the 
November ballot as ‘‘nominal”’ and 
expects to be named to a major 
committee assignment in the next 
legislature. 

He serves as vice chairman of the 
revenue and taxation committee, 
and is a member of the agriculture 
and judicial committees. In addition 
McVittie is serving on a national 
committee to provide a model for 
uniform criminal codes to be 
introduced throughout the country. 

Prior to his election to the 
Assembly in 1974, McVittie served 
as Chino city attorney and chairman 
of the San Bernardino County Air 
Pollution Hearing Board.

sewer system problems 


To help the citizens of Upland better understand their 
city’s responsibilities and services and to get amswers ou 
city government, John Shoemaker, Upland community 
relations coordinator, is bringing City Hall to the people 
through the courtesy of the Upland News.

QUESTION: I have had stopage in our pipe lines. Is 
there something wrong with the city sewers? FP. 

ANSWER: Ken Hoover. Upland’s general services 
director. said that for the past several weeks his 
department has been keeping an extra close eye on the 
sewer systems. Recently, numerous amounts of items 
have been retrieved from main lines, some causing 
minor damage from back-ups, but most being caught in 
time to stop the chance of creating any problems. 

The most recent finds were some boards. including a 
two-by-four that measured eight feet long and a one-by- 
six measuring four feet in length. These items were 
located in time during a routine sewer line flush. If this 
problem had not been found and cleared up in time, a 
sewage back-up would have occurred possible causing 
damage to surrounding homes and creating a possible 
health hazard. 

The only possible way these items could have gotten 
into the main line was by someone having placed them 
into a manhole then putting the lid back on. This type of 
vandalism not only causes great concern for the City 
itself but for the residents of the area. 

We ask cooperation in trying to stop this problem from 
recurring in the future. The only way to do this is for the 
public and city ernployes to report this type of problem 
either to the General Services Department, 982-2617 or to

temperance program 


As the American 
Temperance Society 
celebrates its 150th 
anniversary this year, the 
Covina Seventh-day 
Adventist Church will 
launch a four-point program 
Saturday to ‘‘sell’’ 
teenagers and elementary 
school chidlren on total 
abstinence from both liquor 
and tobacco, according to 
Dr. Alan Johlman, church 
temperance director. 

Responding to a warning 
from national church 
offices in Washington, D.C. 
that young people “‘are still 
the targets of liquor and 
tobacco advertisements,”’ 
Dr. Johlman will present 
four proposals for approval 
Saturday morning: 

—Develop a ‘‘junior 
temperance program’”’ to 
reach to the elementary 
grades with specially 
prepared materials. The 
goal is to ‘fortify youth 
against temptation’’ early 
in life. 

—Increase circulation of 
temperance journals, 
notably ‘‘Listen,’’ which is 
largely supported by the 


church, to school and public 
officials. 

— Make financial 
contributions to national 
headquarters to cover the 
cost of making the film, 
“Lifting the Shadows,” 
spotlighting the relation of 
drug problems to human 
sexuality. 

—Help promote 
attendance of local youth 
leaders at national 
institutes of alcohol and 
tobacco studies such as the 
Institute of Scientific 
Studies for Prevention of 
Alcoholism. 

A special offering will be 
taken Saturday to build a 
$100,000 national fund for 
general research on 
relationships between 
liquor and tobacco to health 
problems. 

Johlman said films and 
other educational materials 
which are available ‘‘will 
contribute to an intelligent 
drug, alcohol, tobacce 
education program.”

Did you find bubbles in 
your pickles, and some jars 
unsealed? Have you found 
mold in your crock of 
fermenting pickles? Are 
your pickles bitter, 
shriveled, dark, dull, soft, 
or hollow? 

Don’t despair! Dr. 
George K. York, food 
science and technology 
specialist, Cooperative 
Extension, Division of 
Agricultural Sciences, 
University of California, 
Davis, answers these 
questions so that your home 
canning sessions will result 
in products you will be 
proud of. 

Solving Pickling 
Problems 

Q. My dill pickles sealed 
but a month later the lids 
loosened. There are bubbles 
and cloudy liquid. Are they 
spoiled? Can I save them? 

A. When pickles are put 
into jars cold, then covered 
with hot pickling solution, 
and sealed without 
processing, the heat may 
not be high enough to kill all 
the microorganisms and 
create a permanent seal. 
This may cause 
fermentation to take place 
whereby carbon dioxide gas 
is produced which bubbles 
through the liquid forcing 
the lid to unseal. The 
fermentation process is not 
harmful. Open the jars in 
which this is happening and 
leave loosely covered until 
bubbling ceases and brine is 
less cloudy. This may take 
up to 3 weeks. There may be 


a white sediment in the jar 
bottoms. This is not 
harmful. Pickles may now 
be eaten or refrigerated and 
eaten soon. 

If long term storage is 
desired, the pickles must be 
processed. After 
fermentation has stopped, 
remove contents from jars 
and wash jars in hot sudsy 
water. Repack pickles and 
spices in jars. Filter brine 
through a paper coffee 
filter and heat to boiling. 
Reduce heat and simmer 
for 10 minutes. Pour hot 
brine over pickles and seal 
with new lids that have been 
immersed in simmering 
water for a few minutes. 
New brine can be used, but 
pickles will not be as 
flavorful. 

Process pickles in 
simmering hot water bath - 
15 minutes for pints and 
quarts or large whole 
pickles; 10 minutes for 
slices, quarters, halves or 
small whole pickles. Let 
jars cool, then test for seal. 
There may still be a white 
sediment in the bottoms of 
the jars and the liquid may 
again become cloudy, but if 
the vinegar proportions are 
correct, the pickles will be 
safe to eat. Use 1 part 
vinegar to 1 part water. 
Example: 2 quarts 
cucumbers, 6 teaspoons 
salt, 3 cups vinegar, and 3 
cups water. 

Q. Why are my pickles 
bitter? 

A. This is a matter of

Chicken has 
many disguises 


Two of the best ways to 
create new and unusual 
ideas with chicken today 
are to add chicken livers 
and chicken thighs to your 
menu plans. 

Chicken livers, of course, 
are boneless and 100 per 
cent edible.

Serve them in a 
chafing dish stroganoff, as

Chicken thighs, the meaty 
upper portion of the legs, 
average about four ounces 
each and two make a hearty 
serving. The moist, dark 
meat makes the thigh a 
choice piece to grill, bake 
or to fry. Or it can be easily 
boned for a special tgreat. 
Also try pounding the boned 
thigh into a thin cutlet, ad- 
ding a favorite filling mix- 
ture and rolling. 


One thigh provides 34.2 per 
cent of the adult 
recommended daily 
allowance of protein, yet it 
has just 108.7 calories. It 
also contributes Vitamin A, 
thiamine, riboflavin, niacin, 
iron, calcium = and 
phosphrous to the diet.

If 
cucumbers are allowed to 
get dry, then are watered, 
they will grow slowly and 
be bitter. Next year, do not 
allow them to get dry. Keep 
them watered so they will 
grow quickly. 

Bitterness could also 
come from the type and 
variety of cucumber, or 
ingredients such as garlic, 
onion, or pepper. Bitterness 
disappears in fermented 
pickles, and may lessen in 
fresh dills after a few 
months, but will not totally 
disappear. 

Q. What causes soft 
pickles? I processed them 
in boiling water bath.

processing method is used 
for pickles, the water 
should be simmering, not 
boiling. Boiling water 
processing will result in 
soft pickles. Processing at 
simmering: temperatures 
(175 to 180 degrees F.) is 
recommended.

In any case, the food is safe 
to use. 

Q. How can I prevent 
mold from forming in a 
crock of fermenting 
pickles? 

A. If stoneware crocks or 
other open containers are 
used, keep pickles 
submerged in brine at all 
times by placing a false 
head in the crock and seeing 
that it is always covered 
with a least 2 inches of 
brine. Check daily and 
remove all scum yeast or 
mold as it forms. These

Keep the crock of pickles 
stored at temperatures 
between 60 and 70 degrees 
F. Higher temperatures 
will result in soft or hollow 
pickles. Lower temperature 
will slow down the 
fermentation. When gas 
formation stops, seal 
crocks with paraffin. 

If you use open jars, it 
will be difficult to make 
good fermented dill pickles. 
A sealed keg, barrel, or 
glass-top jar is 
recommended. If you use 
open jars, it is best to pick

If jars 
are not available, cover the 
surface of the liquid with 
paraffin to prevent spoilage 
by scum and mold. If 
pickles become soft and 
slimy, and develop a 
disagreeable odor, discard 
them. 

Q. What causes pink or 
blue pickled cauliflower, 
brussels sprouts, or 
cucumbers? 

A. These color changes 
are due to a harmless 
reaction between the 
hydrogen ions (acid) and a 
group of pigments in the 
vegetables or canning 
liquids. The foods are safe 
to use.
